To the inhabitants of the Town of Wolfeboro quali- 
fied to vote in Town affairs. 


You are hereby notified to meet at Brewster Me- 
morial Hall in said Town on the second Tuesday of 
March next, at nine o’clock in the forenoon, to act upon 
the following subjects: 


ARTICLE 1. To choose a Town Clerk, two Audi- 
tors, Treasurer, Collector of Taxes for the ensuing year, 
one Selectman for three years, one Trustee of Trust 
Funds for three years, Town Constable, and one Water 
and Sewer Commissioner for three years, one Library 
Trustee for three years. 


ARTICLE 2. To elect one or more Highway 
Agents, or instruct the Selectmen to appoint one High- 
way Agent. 


ARTICLE 38. To choose all other Town Officers 
and Agents.

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REPORT OF BUDGET COMMITTEE 





To the Legal Voters of the Town of Wolfeboro: 


Your Budget Committee again has the honor to 
submit the following report, and the budget of the 
Town of Wolfeboro, Wolfeboro Fire Precinct, Wolfe- 
boro School District, and the Wolfeboro Water and Sew- 
er Departments for the fiscal year ending January 31, 
1943. 

Public Hearings 

The Budget Committee held one hearing February 
6th, 1942, notice of which was duly advertised in the 
Granite State News January 30, 1942. 


Town Debt 

During the year 1941 there was paid $7,600.00 on 
the principal of the town debt, leaving a debt of 
$113,500.00 which includes sewer bonds of $60,500.00 
and also $3,000.00 of notes for the purchase of the 
Lakeside Park located on the water front at the center 
of the town. During 1942, $7,600.00 of the town debt 
will be retired leaving a balance of the above debt in 
1943 of $105,900.00. 

The Budget Committee recommends that the Se- 
lectmen be instructed to borrow $6,500.00 on notes, 
payable over a period of six years, beginning in 1943, 
to pay the town’s share of the costs of completing the 
' State road from South Wolfeboro to the New Durham 
line, amounting to $3,750.00, and also $2,750.00 to build 
wharves on the waterfront and to finish the grading 
and landscaping of the new park. 


School Budget 


The School Board, in submitting their budget, 
which was approved by the Budget Committee, ask for 
an increase of $1,835.21 making a total cost for school 
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purposes of $40,276.25. This increase was caused by 
automatic increases in teachers’ salaries, and rising 
costs of paper and other supplies. 

One additional cost that the School Board now 
faces is tuitions for students attending out of town 
high schools. 

We are now paying tuition for twelve such stu- 
dents, as well as tuition and transportation for one 
elementary school student who lives on Route 16 on 
Brown’s Ridge and who attends school at Ossipee. 


Water Department 

In 1941 the Water Commissioners collected 
$14,175.31 on current water bills, and $3,620.04 on old 
accounts, making a total of $17,795.35 against esti- 
mated collections of $15,500.00. The Budget Commit- 
tee extends its compliments to the Commissioners for 
this fine record of collections. The total income of the 
Water Department was $2,427.21 more than estimated. 
During the year, however, there were many additional 
expenses occasioned by the construction of the new 
highway on Center Street and a new extension on 
Clark Road, also it was necessary for the Water Com- 
missioners to loan the Sewer Department $500.00 which 
has not yet been repaid. However, the actual cash sur- 
plus of the Water Department was $5,169.24 which 
does not include accounts receivable. The Budget Com- 
mittee recommends that should the Sewer Depart- 
ment’s income be insufficient to meet its running ex- 
penses the Water Department loan to the Sewer De- 
partment any necessary funds. 

The Budget Committee also recommends that ow- 
ing to existing conditions and in view of the fact that 
the Water Department anticipates a surplus at the end 
of the 1942 fiscal year, of $12,631.97 that the hydrant 
tax be eliminated. The above surplus is estimated 
without the hydrant tax. 
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The Budget Committee further recommends that 
the water rate for the first faucet shall be $8.00 per 
year. 

Sewer Department 


The Commissioners have demonstrated their abil- 
ity to operate the Sewer Department in an efficient and 
business manner, and referring to the Sewer Depart- 
ment Budget, printed herein, it will be noted that the 
Sewer Department will be self sustaining during 1942. 
There were many new entrances during 1941 and there 
are very few houses adjacent to the sewer mains that 
are not already connected. It was anticipated a year 
ago that the Sewer Department would end the year 
with a deficit of $2,542.00. However, the new deficit 
for the department was actually only $18.45. 


The bonds of the Sewer Department will become 
payable beginning in 1944, at $3,000.00 per year. It 
is anticipated that the earnings of the Sewer Depart- 
ment will be able to contribute materially toward the 
payment of these bonds, and any deficiency should be 
made up from the income of the Water Department. 


Precinct 


The Precinct Commissioners have operated their 
department this year within their budget. However, 
it was necessary in order to induce the Wentworth 
Shoe Company to locate in the so-called Bell Shop, that 
$1,000.00 be spent to prepare the building for occu- 
pancy. This item was approved at a special meeting 
of the Budget Committee and is included in this year’s 
budget. 

To the department’s paid personnel has been added 
another permanent man. There also have been added 
to the equipment new hose, heavy duty jacks, comple- 
tion of the two-way radio and a new portable pumper 
which will increase their appropriation to $10,480.00 
without the usual hydrant tax of $2,300.00. 
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These additions were made to have the Fire De- 
partment fully equipped to meet any emergency. 

The Town of Wolfeboro may well feel proud of its 
Fire Department which is one of the best equipped and 
operated in the State. 

Public Welfare 

We are pleased to report that the cost of relief to 
our needy has declined. In 1940 we spent for Public 
Welfare $8,638.00 as compared to $5,932.00 in 1941, a 
reduction of $2,706.00. 

The Budget Committee with the advice of the over- 
seer of the poor estimate that all just claims can be 
met with an ANGORA of $5,150.00 for the year 
1942. 

Highways 

Owing to an act of the 1941 Legislature we will be 
unable to receive any State grants for town roads un- 
til we have completed the balance of our class 2 State 
Road from South Wolfeboro to the New Durham line. 

We recommend accepting the State offer of 
$7,500.00 in consideration of our appropriating 
$3,750.00 making a total of $11,250.00 which will com- 
plete the road and thus make us eligible to receive 
Town Road Aid each year thereafter. 

It is necessary to appropriate the usual sums for 
maintenance. This year it has been necessary to hold 
down our town road new construction to $1,600.00. 

Civilian Defense 

The enemies of the United States have me it 
necessary for every town to be prepared to meet cer- 
tain emergencies. 

Wolfeboro is well aware of its responsibility. Its 
citizens are busily engaged in many war preparedness 
activities. There is hardly a person in town but what 
is doing something to help, thus proving again the 
patriotism of the New Hampshire citizen. The Budget 
Committee desires to thank the Brewster Academy 
Trustees for donating the use of Brown Hall to the 
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Civilian Defense Committee, in which building are cen- 
tered all the war activities including the Red Cross 
Disaster Committees. We have one of the best report 
centers in the state. 

The total cost to the town for equipment and 
maintenance for the year is estimated at $5,600.00. 

We recommend the adoption of the articles in the 
Warrant for War Emergency and have placed the vari- 
ous sums on the budget.

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REPORT OF THE LIBRARIAN 


To the Board of Trustees of the Wolfeboro Town 
Library: 


Gentlemen: 


The report of the librarian for the year ending 
February 1, 1942 is herewith presented. 

The world has changed since the report of a year 
ago, and a public library must meet the needs of this 
change. The pictures of garden flowers have been 
taken from their special board, and in their place one 
may find bulletins with these captions, ‘““Men and 
women are wanted as air wardens,” ‘Learn these 
fundamentals of fighting incendiary bombs,” ‘Re- 
cruits wanted for the navy and torpedo stations.” De- 
fense bulletins are on the reading tables, and the book, 
“Civil Defense” by Prentiss, a book highly recom- 
mended by the state, has proved helpful in planning the 
local defense work. 


We are purchasing only the outstanding books on 
the war, guarding against our mistake during the First 
World War, when we added practically every book as 
it came along. Many proved to be of no permanent 
value. 


We are stressing the need of vegetable gardening, 
not forgetting flowers, too; for even in war time the 
people must have beauty, and so far as possible lead 
their normal lives. 7 

Knitters are welcome at the library and a group 
of commuting students gathered about the tables with 
their knitting as they wait is a pleasing sight. 

The librarian is the local director for the drive 
to secure books for the men in government camps. 
She is assisted by Edmund Jewell, chairman of the 
U. S. O., and by Dr. Meader, chairman of the Red 
Cross. We now have in sight 300 books. 
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The new interest in music throughout the state 
has reached our town. This means the purchase of 
new books on music to meet the demand. 


In libraries throughout the country there has 
been a falling off in the number of books circulated; 
a normal war condition, they assure us. In the Wolfe- 
boro library the number of books circulated has been 
the smallest in fifteen years. 


*The number of books loaned has been 22,815. Of 
these classes, fiction 13,614; non-fiction, 4507; chil- 
dren’s books, 4,694. New borrowers’ cards issued, 
320. 

338 new books have been added, 66 of which were 
contributed. Two important purchases have been 
“Dictionary of American History” in five volumes with 
index, and 7 volumes of ‘State Papers” to complete 
the file of 39 volumes. This set is invaluable for the 
student of New Hampshire history.

SEWER DEPARTMENT 


In the Sewer Department we have connected 26 
new services during 1941, making a total of over 200 
running into the new system. 

Due to the building of the new road on Center 
Street, the sewer main had to be lowered and about 
700 feet of new six-inch pipe was installed on Brick 
Yard stall: 

On Cropley Hill, including all of Brummitt’s 
Court, the main sewer pipe was lowered about two 
feet, which included over 700 feet of six-inch pipe. 

In regards to the surface water running into the 
pumping stations, we think that practically all of the 
cellar and roof drains have been done away with. 

We are very sorry to say that during the existing 
emergency no visitors are allowed on any property 
owned and operated by the Water or Sewer Depart- 
ments.

WATER DEPARTMENT 


During the last year we have put in five new 
hydrants, including four replacements and one new 
location. 

On Clark Road we extended the six-inch main 
about 2,000 feet from the house owned by Mr. Leon 
Roberts to the Mason driveway. 

The summer service line on Clark Road has been 
changed to the extent of about 1,800 feet to accommo- 
date the new summer colony of Clark’s Point. 

We extended a two-inch pipe 678 feet on the 
Pleasant Valley Road to take care of the new houses 
that are being built. 
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Due to the building of the new road on Center 
Street, practically all of the houses as far as the 
bridge at Wolfeboro Falls have had new copper serv- 
ices installed. 

There have been eighteen new customers added 
during the last year. 

At Beach Pond we had to replace about 10 feet of 
eight-inch pipe, also had to lower the pipe going into 
the pond, due to the lack of rain during the last year. 

Once more I wish to thank the Water Commis- 
sioners and Mr. Abel Haley for their full cooperation.

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THE AMERICAN RED CROSS 
CHAIRMAN’S ANNUAL REPORT 


Owing to world war conditions, Wolfeboro Chap- 
ter, A. R. C., as all others, has been stimulated to a 
greatly expanded program. [Tor many years our nurs- 
ing service was our principal activity. It is still a very 
important chapter function, but by no means the only 
one, as this report will attempt to show. We have had 
to greatly expand our organization, and the nursing 
committee is no longer the only active one. 


We have long had a skeleton disaster committee, 
but that has been fully organized and is now prepared 
to act in any emergency. 


Our First Aid Committee, with five good “lay in- 
structors,” is doing a splendid job. They have quali- 
fied 218 people in the Standard First Aid course, and 
have given the short 10-hour course to nearly 100 air 
raid wardens. Some classes are now being instructed, 
and others are forming. This course is open to both 
sexes of 17 years or over. So large has been the de- 
mand that it has been difficult to get the required text 
books as fast as needed. 


Our Volunteer Special Services Committee has sev- 
eral important sub-committees such as Home Service, 
Production, Motor Corps, Canteen and Nurses’ Aides. 
Each of these is functioning smoothly, under its own 
chairman. | 

The accomplishment of the Production Committee 
is most easily tabulated. Under its direction there 
have been completed and shipped no less than 82 com- 
plete layettes—649 pieces of knitted goods, such as 
socks, sweaters, and the like, and 368 other garments 
of various fabrics for men, women, and children. A 
new allotment of materials is arriving, and we have 
had to move into larger workrooms. Our production, 
we consider quite an activity, and many women are en- 
gaged in it. 
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Our Home Nursing Committee is also very active. 
Forty-four women have completed this course, with 
some classes now running, and others forming. 

Last April Miss LeMay left us, and her place was 
taken by Mrs. Mildred Hardie Jewell, who has con- 
ducted our Nursing Service very acceptably ever since. 

In August we held our Annual “Tag Day,’ under 
the efficient leadership of Mrs. Irene Thibodeau. All 
tags were sold and $150.00 was realized for local uses. 

At Christmas the Chapter helped in the Christmas 
basket distribution, as well as the Christmas celebra- 
tion for our less fortunate children, conducted by Mrs. 
Hart and her Rainbow girls, assisted by the DeMolay 
boys. 

The Annual Roll Call, under the able leadership 
of John EK. MacMartin, was an unqualified success. In 
our chapter area we now have a membership of 902, 
or two over the assigned quota. The gifts also totaled 
more than ever before. In the corporate limits of the 
town, one in four of our total population is a member 
of this chapter. For this remarkable record Mr. Mac- 
Martin and his faithful canvassers deserve and have 
our sincere commendation. 

Following our declaration of war in early Decem- 
ber, came a call from National Headquarters for a War 
Fund of at least $50,000,000. The quota asked of this 
chapter (area) was $4,250.00. Some gifts have al- 
ready been received, but the real campaign is in the 
hands of a large and competent committee, who plan 
to complete their work in early February. It is im- 
possible, therefore, to include the report of this drive 
in this report. 

The Chapter is very grateful for the loyal and gen- 
erous support of the community, and hopes it may con- 
tinue to justify this confidence.

HEALTH OFFICER’S REPORT 


Wolfeboro has continued to maintain the same en- 
viably high standard of health that it has enjoyed in 
prior years. During the last twelve months, the only 
epidemics of note were the expected communicable 
diseases in children. Several boys’ camps had a fairly 
high number of mumps cases in that season. Decem- 
ber yielded around forty cases of measles, mostly in 
the younger children age group. 

One case of typhoid fever, and one of scarlet fever 
were reported in the course of the year. 

Attention is called to the fact that the following 
diseases are preventable, either by inoculation or vac- 
cination: diphtheria, tetanus or lock-jaw, typhoid fe- 
ver, and smallpox. Individuals who have not been so 
immunized, should so do, as a measure of protection of 
their own health, as well as that of the community. 
The State requires the vaccination of all children prior 
to entering the first grade in school. The fact that 
there is rarely a case of smallpox in these enlightened 
times, and then only in a person who has not been vac- 
cinated, or who has not had the disease, proves the ad- 
visability of this preventive measure. Two children’s 
rlinics, sponsored by the Bureau of Maternity, Infancy 
and Child Welfare, were held. At these times there 
was a complete physical check-up of children, as well 
as immunization of them against diphtheria. There is 
little of this latter dread malady, which formerly 
took the lives of many children, now that active im- 
munization can, and has been done, to prevent them 
having the disease. The rarity of the disease is a 
shining proof of the value of such immunization. Ty- 
phoid fever has largely been prevented on the basis of 
methods of public health and sanitation in assuring 
communities clean food, milk, and water supplies. How- 
ever, those who travel should have the immunization, 
which is required of all men in the military and naval 
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services. Should anything occur during the present 
emergency to disrupt our water supplies, drinking wa- 
ter should be boiled; and perhaps it may be necessary 
to immunize the civilian population against typhoid. 
Residents will be warned in case such contingencies 
arise. 

Milk samples have been periodically collected from 
various dealers and sent to the State Laboratory for 
analysis. This survey has continued to show a splen- 
didly high standard in fat content, cleanliness, and 
freedom from bacteria. No water pollution has either 
been noted or reported. 

The Wolfeboro Chapter of the American Red Cross 
has continued its fine service to the citizens of the 
community. The public health nurse, Mrs. Edmund 
Jewell, has performed the duties of her office with un- 
derstanding, diligence, and ability. She has done count- 
less services to the sick in bedside nursing, has trans- 
ported patients to distant clinics for special services, 
and has taught Home Nursing courses to familiarize 
the women of the community in these essential duties. 

The community is indebted to Fire Chief Roy 
Mansfield, Mrs. Ruth A. Thompson, R. N., Albert Elli- 
ott, and Earle L. Walsh for their capable and tireless 
services in teaching first aid to classes totaling around 
two hundred individuals. This is a most important 
part of civilian defense, and will be valuable in peace 
time as well in the years to come. 

Huggins Hospital continues to give the thorough 
professional and personal services to all for which it 
has been noted. Difficult times in the nature of a short- 
age of nurses is already at hand here as well as in the 
larger institutions of the city. Nevertheless, a num- 
ber of the older, married, and no longer active profes- 
sionally, graduate nurses have taken refresher courses 
so that they may be called upon to be of help should an 
acutely urgent need for their services develop in the 
hospital. At the present time a course for Nurses’ 
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Aides is being given at the hospital to young women 
who have unselfishly volunteered their time to learn 
this work and to do such without pay in the hospital 
whenever they are needed. Very few small hospitals 
are approved for this training. The fact that the Red 
Cross approves our institution for giving this course 
is another concrete example of the high standing that 
Huggins Hospital enjoys in professional, as well as lay, 
circles. 

Special problems may come up with regards to 
public health during the present conflict. Your medi- 
cal men, with the cooperation of the State Board of 
Health, will earnestly attempt to maintain our pres- 
ent high standards of health in the community in a 
continuation of the American Way of Life.

Wolfeboro’s First Meetinghouse, built 1792 


Wolfeboro’s first meetinghouse was as beautiful 
and dignified a building as could be found in New 
Hampshire towns of that period. Severe on the out- 
side, its interior was enriched by simple carving and 
appointments made by two men of Stratham from plans 
by Matthew S. Parker of Wolfeboro. These plans were 
accepted by the town after those supplied by the Ma- 
sonian proprietors failed of execution. They called 
for a building 52 feet long by 42 feet wide, and two 
stories high, and were modeled after the meetinghouse 
at Middleton. A two-story porch with a hip roof, 
which contained the stairs to the gallery, projected 
from the main door which was set in the middle of the 
long side of the building with the pulpit opposite. Two 
other doors gave ingress in the center of the ends of 
the building. There were four windows on each side 
of the meetinghouse in both stories, and one behind 
the pulpit. Over the main door in the porch, with its 
dignified pediment, was another window, and there were 
also two in each gable, which are still to be seen today. 
The gallery around three sides of the house was sup- 
ported by six pillars. 
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Interior View 


Begun in 1786, it was not completed until 1792. 
The framing, done by Samuel Tibbetts, was sturdy and 
honestly. done. Even today the great beams of the 
plate, 52 feet long and nearly 10 inches square, hewn 
out of solid white oak, can be seen, with cross beams 42 
feet long and of the same size. The outside of the 
building, of clapboarding over boarding, was completed 
by Reuben Libbey; the nails and other ironmongery 
were probably made by Ebenezer Meder. The inside, 
with the exception of the pulpit, was finished by Jesse 
and Eliphalet Merrill and others. The pulpit and its 
sounding-board were constructed by George Freeze, an 
out-of-town man. It is estimated that its cost, paid 
chiefly in labor, material, and produce, was more than 
$1,200, a large sum indeed in those days. 


With the exception of a few pews, all were of the 
square, cattle-pen type, with seats on three sides, and 
were closed by a door; pews and doors were surmounted 
by a top-rail with short balusters. The pulpit, eight 
feet high, was ascended by a banistered stairway, and 
had the deacon’s pew in front. In the gallery opposite 
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were seats for the orchestra; also in the gallery, .be- 
tween the wall-pews and the front railing, were free 
seats. The whole house was plastered and white- 
washed, but of course no provisions for heating were 
made. 

The meetinghouse stood opposite where the pres- 
ent marker is located on Meetinghouse Hill on the Cen- 
ter road. In 1802 the final work was laid out on it, and 
in 1819 it was repaired for about eighty dollars. Soon 
after 1792 it was greatly endangered by a brush fire 
that caught near it; in 1811 and again in 1827 it was 
struck by lightning. In 1840 it was reduced some eight 
feet in height and moved across the road to the tri- 
angular section where the marker now stands. The 
pews and the beautiful old high pulpit were taken out, 
and the building converted into a town-house. In 1875 
it was somewhat repaired, and continued as a town- 
house until 1890, when the present Brewster Memorial 
Hall was built. It was then sold for $62.50, taken 
down, and re-erected behind the Clark Shoe Factory 
as a stable. After various vicissitudes, it has recent- 
ly been made over into a grain storage warehouse. 
Twice in recent years it has been badly damaged by 
fire, but much of the old framing may still be seen, 
and some of the old roof boards—one of which mea- 
sures 21 inches wide!
